*Your committee would call attention to the fact that the 
town is required by law to expend each year the sum of 
$1,646 on highways in the outlying districts. Last year, 
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owing to lack of funds, this was not done, consequently, 
this year the sum of $3,292 must be expended for this pur- 
pose.

A very important part of stopping a fire is to be there 
early, and to do this the fire alarm system must be kept in 
good working order. There should be several new boxes 
added, and further improvements made in the open circuit 
bells in the houses. 
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I would recommend that Box 31, now at the corner of 
Court and Elliot, be moved to the corner of Elliot and 
Grove, with new wiring from Front street, estimated cost 
$40.00. 

That a new box be placed at the corner of Pine and Court 
streets, estimated cost $125.00. 

That a new box be placed at the corner of Union and Gar- 
field streets, estimated cost $105.00. 

That a new box be placed on Jady Hill road near the last 
hydrant, estimated cost $125.00. 

That a new box be placed at the corner of Cass and Main 
streets, estimated cost $55.00. 

That a new box be placed on Park street near the Common, 
estimated cost $55.00. 

That a new circuit be run from the engine house to hose 
house No. 3, on Front street, for open circuit work. This 
will discontinue the use of 70 cells of battery, which will 
need new ones at once. Estimated cost $100.00. 

There have been 1000 feet of new hose bought the past 
year and other necessary repairs made. All equipment is 
in good repair for the coming year, except the open circuit 
bells, and a few cross arms.

The Robinson Seminary. 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of Robinson Seminary: 


During the past year the work of the Seminary, from a 
teaching point of view, has been more satisfactory than at 
any other time within the knowledge of the present principal. 

Success has been due, in part, to the changes in the seat- 
ing of classes which was made last year under your direction; 
in part, to the enthusiastic interest of the instructors in the 
problems of teaching, and in part, to the splendid loyalty 
and spirit of co-operation shown both by teachers and pupils. 

The resignation of Miss Ethel F. Littlefield as teacher of 
Latin, French, and Greek, and of Miss Edith M. Holmes, 
as teacher of the first class, made necessary the election of 
two new instructors. Miss Flora B. Smith and Miss Susan 
M. Bryant have filled these positions very satisfactorily, 
taking up their duties in such a way as to make the least 
possible break in the continuity of class work and adapting 
themselves to the needs of the school. 

The faculty, showing the same desire to work in perfect 
harmony, and the same degree of loyalty which it has evinced 
during the past few years, merits exceptional praise. 

The introduction of German in the youngest classes of the 
school has met with a degree of success which has surpassed 
even the most sanguine hopes of the advocates of the meas- 
ure. No one who observes the work in these classes can 
doubt that the best time to acquire an elementary knowl- 
edge of foreign languages is in the early years of school life. 
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The library has benefited, as in former years, by additions 
purchased with the Harriett M. Merrill Reference Library 
Fund, also by the gift of Mrs. Anna Collier of full sets of 
Irving and Dumas. 

The same generous friend of the Seminary, who last year 
gave a scholarship of $50 to aid the pupil who seemed most 
needy and worthy, has this year added another scholarship 
of $25. 

The advisability of establishing as soon as practicable a 
thorough business course has been considered in two previ- 
ous reports and need not be repeated at this time. 

The need of two additional rooms large enough to accom- 
modate the two lower classes is great. 

An adequate system of ventilation is extremely desirable. 

Instead of the courses now given in sewing and cooking, 
it would be of great practical value to the pupils of the Sem- 
inary, if a course could be introduced in home economics, 
laying emphasis on household management, cooking, and 
sewing. The course might deal with household economy, 
the keeping of household accounts, house furnishing and dec- 
oration, and detailed consideration of a great number of 
problems of household management, which have an impor- 
tant bearing upon the cost of living. Cooking could be 
given each week throughout the year, with class divisions 
so arranged as to give each pupil opportunity to learn through 
actual experience, not only plain cooking, dietetics, the chem- 
istry of food, and relative food values, but also marketing, 
serving, care of the dining room, the duties of waitress, and 
the entertaining of guests. Sewing could be taught effec- 
tively by giving practice in darning and mending; in making 
holders, towels, pillow cases, table linen, and other household 
necessities; in cutting and making underclothing, aprons, 
shirt waists, and simple summer dresses. 

The aim of such a course would be to set before a girl the 
highest ideals of home life; to train her in practical house- 
keeping; to cultivate good taste in furnishings and decora- 
tions; to teach her such standards of living as would enable 
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her to plan and execute for herself or for others the details 
of a well ordered and successful life.

On petition of Benjamin P. Litch and fourteen others 
to see if the town will vote to install a fire alarm box on Pine 
street, near Court street, and appropriate money for the same. 

On petition of C. W. Barker and seventeen others 
to see if the town will vote to make a gallery in the Town Hall, 
and appropriate a sufficient sum of money therefor.
